gan fattening eighty head of steers to 
teat the value of several 
different, 


methods of preparing feed for steers 
where, on account of cholera, hogs 
cpnld-noi.be used to follow and save 
the droppings. The steers were di- 
vided Into four lota of twenty each. 
Lot one was fed shelled corn and whole 
alfetia hay, lot two shelled corn and 
alfalfa hay cut in inch lengths, lot 
three corn-meal and whole alfalfa hay, 
and lot four core-meal and alfalfa hay 
cut in fcieh lengths. With all lota the 
hay .was thfown ii* the bottom of the 
grain .boxes; tie grain placed upon the 
hay and thp :two eare.fully mixed; Salt 
and water were kept before the steers 
all the time. 
- 


The average weight of the eight? 


head at the beginning o£ the experi- 
mentwas "1,036 pounds per steer. The 
steers ware fed 115 days and were then 
ready for market, averaging 1,307 
potmds each,: an average gain of 271 
pounds each or aa average dally gain 
of 2.34 pounds per steer. 


The steers required an average 747 


pounds of grain and 3S5 pounds of hay 
for each 100 pounds of gain. This is 
much below tie average amount of 
feed reojaired to make 100 pounds of 
gain. 


The steers ate an average each of 


19.4 pounds of .grain.a day. This is a 
low amount of feed for the gain made. 


The gains tor the whole feeding pe- 


riod are as foUows:

Shelled corn, whole hay.. .262 Ibs. 
Shelled corn, cut hay......257 Ibs. 
Cora-meal, whole hay...'.273 Ibs.

Average gain of steers fed shelled 


corn, 260 pounds each. Average gain 
of steers fed corn-meal, 233 pounds 
each. This shows a gain of S3 per 
cent from grinding. The steers fed 
shelled com reguired an average of 780 
pounds of grain to make 100 pounds of 
gain while those fed corn-meal re- 
quired an average of 718 pounds of 
grain for 100 pouads of gain. 


But little was saved in catting the 


hay, 
the average gain of the steers 


fed whole hay being 286 pounds each 
and those fed hay cut 275 pounds 
each, a gain of 2.6 per cent from cut- 
ting, 


There is a shortage of both grain 


and roughage in Kansas this year and 
every feeder should get the most pos- 
sible out of his feed. One experiment 
does not sstUe any question ia -feed- 
ing but may indicate -what ia probable. 
The results obtained in this experi- 
ment seem to indicate that feeders can 
get considerably more gains from their 
feed by mixing the grain and hay, as 
considerably 
aisount of grain was required in this 
feeding to make 100 pounds of gain. 
Our explanation Is that where grain 
!s fed alone mnch of it ia not brougrnt

Thfr b'SffgcsCfoservoir in the world is 


to he constructed uoair Pht-Qls., A. T., 
iays the St Louis Globe-Democrat. 
The govenament. which is to build ll, 
will be confronted with one of the most 
formidable pieces of engineering ovyiug 
to It:? peculiar topographical features 
of the country. H. G. Hciaier, a hy- 
drbgrcpbor of the United States geolog- 
ical survey, has arrived from Washing- 
ton and commenced preliminary sur- 
veys «nd soundings for bedrock at the 
Buttes and'at San Carlos on the Glla 
river, near Phenix.

Interior of Mexico appointed a cotumis 
slon of scientists to luvcstigntc tee in- 
sects of Mexico with a view of arriving 
at some method for tbe extermination 
of the pe.sts which have wroucht sue'! 
great destruction, to the orange am! 
oilier fruit and agricultural crops Iu 
different parts of the republic, writes 
tbe Monterey correspondent of the St. 
Louis Glotie-Democrat. Tills cowmiis- 
eion Is called La Coaiislon de Parasito- 
logla. They Srst turned their attention 
to tbe orange post, which ha'd canse«l 
heavy losses to tbe ornnsre crops in the 
Tautept'C district 'J«J-!ng the past fevc 
years,, A liquid poison wns tried aud 
found to be highly fiucccssful in killing 
the insects, and as a result of the ex- 
periments of the commission the or- 
anse yield in thnt district thia yea? has 
increased ever 40 per cent over last 
j-enr. 'J-ais Increased yield Is due to 
the extermination of the insect pest. 


The commission had also teen Inves- 


tigating the niosqulti*. which is now to 
be fonnd in the higher altitudes of 
Mexico. The fact was brought to light 
that the mosquito was unknown to the 
valley of Mexico and the mountainous 
regions of this country untii after the 
building of the railroads, anfi the com- 
mission snys that their Introduction in- 
to tbe Interior of Mexico, where tbe al- 
titude Is from 4.000 to 10,000 feet was 
due to tue operation of trains ou the 
railway Hnee leading from tbe border 
of tbe United .States.

That was a fallacy, because 
yon do not get malaria from trees. Mos- 
quitoes were naturally vegetarians and 
not bloodswkinR insects, nnd if 1 al- 
low myself to be bitten by them !n the 
spriujrtlmo 1 will b* immune against 
malaria as well as mosqaito bites. Tbe 
germ of malaria is cultivated in sur- 
face water and is absorbed Into th-;
